Is Champion of Junior Feeding Contest

Kenneth Zink of Verona, Dane county, 
Wisconsin added further fame to his fam- 
ily name as producers of winning 4-H baby 
beeves when he emerged from a hard battle 
in the Junior Feeding Contest of the Inter- 
national Live co en Ra with grand 
champion over all steers in the show of 284 
head. 

The boy made good use of the hard train- 
ing he had received in the show here last 
year and at other contests. His winning of 
fifth place in last year’s International con- 
test only spurred him to greater endeavor, 
and with his brother, Marcel, a former win- 
ner here, and his father hanging over the 
rail, he piloted his solid black whitefaced 
calf, Highland Laddie, to the highest award 
in the show. 

The grand champion is a product of the 
Zink herd, as have been prize winners of 
the past five years which the boys have 
shown. It was sired by a pure bred Here- 
ford bull and is out of a Hereford-Angus 
cross-bred cow. The senior Zink raises 
about a carload of calves of this breeding 
annually, from which have been selected the 
club calves. The boys have shown at the 
Junior Live Stock Exposition at Madison 
and at Chicago. : : 

Calved January 8rd this year, the grand 

~ champion was kept on his mother’s milk 
which was supplemented later with a nurse 
cow. Home grown ground grains and silage 
were the main feeds. The calf was never 
off feed, even when weaned about a month 
ago to comply with show requirements. His 
weight is 880 pounds, which put him in the 
class of 750-1,000 pound calves under the 
new classification this year. AiG 

Highland Laddie was grand champion in 
the Madison junior live stock show in Octo- 
ber, against the best calves in the state. At 
the close of the show he was sold to the Os- 
car Mayer Packing Company of Madison 
for 25% cents a pound, with the option to 
show him at Chicago and to offer him for 
sale, there if he chose. 

In the 1931 Madison show Kenneth won 
championship on another calf of their own 
raising, and also herd championship. The 
year before he won first each on a junior 
calf and senior calf, and second on herd. In 
1929 his brother won first on a junior year- 
ling in the International junior contest. 

Kenneth’s final battle came with a calf 
from Miami, Oklahoma, owned by Robert 
Brown. He is the 18 year old son of the 
herdsman for Judge S. C. Fullerton. The 
boy has been in club work seven years. 

Robert showed a pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus calf which was made champion of the 
breed. It was bred by J. F. McKenney of 
King City, Missouri, where Robert’s father 
was previously herdsman. The Oklahoma 
calf was a champion in his own state this 
fall, being shown later at the Ak-Sar-Ben 
show at Omaha where he won breed and 
reserve championship in the open class, not 
showing in the 4-H contest. At Wichita he 
was grand champion in the open show, and 
was made 4-H breed champion at the Amer- 
ican Royal at Kansas City. The calf weigh- 
ed 899 pounds. Robert is a cousin of El- 
liott Brown of Iowa, a former 4-H boy who 
had open grand champion steer at a prev- 
ious International. 

The Shorthorn champion steer was shown 


by Russell Kern of Springfield, Ill., and was 
picked from a carload of western steers 
shown at Denver, which Russell’s father 
bought to feed. Russell is 15 and has been 
in 4-H club work three years. This years 
junior calves were more uniform than in re- 
cent shows, but there were not the top 
notchers among them, ringside critics said.

THE INTERNATIONAL. 

Better weather could not have been order- 
ed for the 1932 Chicago International. It 
was an ideal week and the cattle in the 
yards made a wonderful showing. When 
the more than 400 carloads had run the 
gauntlet of the sifting committee what re- 
mained were penned and deeply bedded be- 
neath the plank walks or sufficiently adja- 
cent to permit a general perspective of the 
sea of prime beef on foot. Old timers and 
new were there with their cattle, hoping of 
course that the big purple ribbons might 


flutter over their cattle before the show 
was over. If only the judges would give some 
outward expression of what might be under 
their hats it might be much easier for some 
of us to forego the hours intervening be- 
tween their entry into the pens and the time 
the official announcements are made. The 
Whitefaced boys were on hand like a sore 
thumb. Last year’s success had encouraged 
them to high ambitions. There was howev- 
er one daddy and his son who love doddies 
and took it upon themselves to stop the 
coveted banner over an Aberdeen-Angus 
load. J. F. Mommsen and Son, of Miles, 
Iowa, started early the race for the Inter- 
national grand championship. They made a 
trip or two over into Mercer county, IIli- 
nois, known the world over as an Aberdeen- 
Angus hot bed, and upon these occasions se- 
lected the calves that finished in this win- 
ning load. Thus Illinois bred and Iowa fed 
Aberdeen-Angus succeeded in capturing the 
grand championship fat car lot over all 
breeds for 1982. 

The Aberdeen-Angus fraternity is great- 
ly indebted to this father and son for de- 
fending successfully the black banner at 
Chicago. This win is significant also be- 
cause of the fact that it rounds out a per- 
fect score in car lot competitions for 1932. 
The Aberdeen-Angus won every carlot com- 
petition in the United States where the com- 
petition was open to all breeds. A clean 
100% score for a whole year is not to be 
overlooked. 

The club show this year was if anything 
better than any other show of its kind held 
in Chicago because of the fact that fewer 
tail enders appeared in all breeds and there 
was a longer list of tops in each class than 
usual. The management this year arrang- 
ed a fine place at the entrance of the club 
stables over in the loft across the street 
from the judging arena where the first, 
second and third prize winners in the var- 
ious breeds were stalled together so folks 
might see them side by side regardless of 
who might be the owners. This feature 
was greatly appreciated. 


The open steer classes were wonderful. 
The Aberdeen-Angus failed to place a bul- 
lock in either the grand or the reserve 
grand championship stalls at the south end 
of the first show barn where the blacks are 
usually bedded for special attention. It was 
not the fault of our breed that we failed, 
neither was it the fault of the calves nor 
the men who showed them. There were a 
number of Aberdeen-Angus bullocks better 
than former grand championship winners 
but there was a pair of Whitefaced steers 
that were just a little better, unusual as it 
may seem. Nevertheless its true—they 
were beauties. Willie Joe Largent’s ten gal- 
lon hat went clear to the rafters when judge 
Biggar pointed his finger at Texas Spec- 
ial and said: “There he is.” There isn’t a 
buddy on the road that the Journal would 
rather see win that prize, that is, outside 
our own cow camp. 

Our own breeding classes were excellent 
in type, uniformity, and quality, and there 
were plenty herds present to make a won- 
derful showing. Indeed it was gratifying 
to see so many folks following the work of 
Judge Trowbridge as he hunted his way 
down through the big classes to find his 
champions. It sure was gratifying to see 
so many new exhibitors in the big try for 
top honors. The Canadian boys made a 
very fine showing too and here is hoping 
that they will return even stronger another 
year. 

Thus another year has gone and with it 
another International—history is made, his- 
tory that it will be well for all young Amer- 
ica to study. By the way this might not
